GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of the Town of Whately, qualified to vote in elections and 
town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall, in said Whately, 
on Monday, the third day of February, next, at ten o'clock 
in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following 
named articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article II. To choose all necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year: Town Clerk; one Selectman for three 
years; Auditor; one Assessor for three years; one School 
Committee for three years; one Library Trustee for three 
years; one Cemetery Commissioner for three years; Tree 
Warden; Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith; Tax 
Collector and Constables. 


Article: III... To receive the reports of the various 
Town Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 
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Article IV. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the 
ensuing year. 


Article V. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund.

Article VI. To see if the Town will make an appro- 
priation for the Public Library. 


Article VII. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time, in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1930; and to 
issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year; 
any debt or debts incurred under this vote to be paid from 
the revenue of said financial year. 


Article VIII. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
refund revenue loans. 


Article IX. To see if the Town will appropriate 
money for the care of the cemeteries for the ensuing year. 


Article X. To see if the Town will appropriate a 
sum of money sufficient for Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moth 
work. 


Article XI. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum of money for Street and Signal Lights. 


Article XII. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum of money for the maintenance of Highways 
under the provisions of Section 26- 29, Chapter 81, of the 
General Laws. 


Article XIII. To see if the Town will appropriate a 
sum of money for the removal of snow from the highways. 
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Article XIV. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $26,000.00 for the maintenance 
of schools for the ensuing year, or take any action thereto. 


Article XV. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Selectmen be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits 
that may be brought on behalf of, or against, the Town, 
and employ counsel for same. 


Article XVI. To see if the Town will appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of purchasing and erect- 
ing a gate and fence for the West Whately Cemetery or 
take any action thereto. 


Article XVII. To see if the Town will appropriate 
a sum of money for additional street lights on the north 
end of River Road. 


Article XVIII. To see if the Town (acting under the 
provisions of Chapter 36, Section 4A of the Acts of 1929) 
will vote that the Selectmen be authorized to appoint one 
of its members to act as road superintendent. 


Article XIX. To see if the Town will vote to ce dbegt 
an annual audit by the Division of Accounts. 


Article XX. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Tax Collector that the taxes of 19380 shall be collected 
within the year. 


And you are directed hereby to serve this warrant 
by posting up attested copies thereof in two public places 
in said Town, seven days at least before time for holding 
said meeting. 


Hereof, fail not, and make due returns of this war- 
rant with your doings thereon to the Town Clerk, at the 
time and place of meeting aforesaid.

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REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of Whately: 


I am pleased to submit my third annual report as Sup- 
erintendent of Whately Schools. 


In last year’s report I devoted some space to a dis- 
cussion of the advantages of more centralization in our 
school system. I felt that I was sufficiently familiar with 
the spirit and ambition of our citizens to lay before them 
an intelligent analysis of conditions and opportunities, with 
confidence that favorable action would ultimately be forth- 
coming. This confidence was more than justified and I am 
deeply grateful for this splendid response of the Committee, 
parents, teachers and pupils in the accomplishment of a 
task that meant something of inconvenience or even sacri- 
fice to many concerned. Sacrifice for the common good is 
the highest type of American citizenship. 


A year ago we were using 5' school buildings with 9 
teachers instructing 28 grades. Today we are using 3 brick 
or stucco buildings with 8 teachers instructing 15 grades. 
One less teacher is employed and one transportation route 
added. The first 5 grades from the West and Center at- 
tend the Center School, the 6th and 7th grades and all the 
Sth grade, attend the South School. The East School re- 
mains unchanged with 4 teachers and 7 grades. 


Present indications promise advantages even greater 
and more numerous than anticipated. Teachers are en- 
couraged by the more uniform grouping of pupils and are 
exerting themselves to meet the opportunities offered. The 
pupils find more congenial school relations with classmates 
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of their own age, tastes, and abilities. There are still 
some situations that can be improved as opportunities de- 
velop and remedies are available. Parents are encouraged 
to visit the classes and acquaint themselves with the ad- 
vantages offered in the Whately schools. 


In September Mrs. E. M. Roote began her duties as 
principal of the East school and brought to her work not 
only a teacher’s skill but a sympathetic interest in the school 
and the pupils. Miss Lillian Moriarty, for some years a 
successful primary teacher in this school, accepted an ap- 
pointment in Easthampton at the close of the year and Miss 
Urbanski, a recent graduate of North Adams Normal School 
was appointed in her place. 


The eighth grade in the South school has a member- 
ship of 31 pupils. This is the largest 8th grade in some 
years and would indicate some increase in next year’s high 
school attendance. If the proposed legislation now be- 
fore the General Court extending the compulsory school age 
from 14 to 15 years, is enacted, the number of high school 
and vocational students will probably increase. Another 
feature of the proposed law applies to Whately more di- 
rectly and seems to me to merit favorable consideration. 
It is proposed to extend the minimum grade requirement 
from the 6th to the 7th grade. I receive too many requests 
to certify pupils for home employment with the completion 
of the sixth grade. I am convinced that most of the child- 
ren concerned do as much hard work in the fields during 
the summer as should be required of children of that age. 
Continued labor during the school year not only deprives 
them of educational opportunity and robs them of child- 
hood’s heritage, but seriously affects physical development 
and health. I covet for many of these children at least 
the additional year of school before assuming adult rela- 
tions in life. 


Although there is a slight decrease in the number of 
Whately pupils attending the South Deerfield grade classes, 
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there is an increase of 5 in the number of school students 
attending Deerfield High School. Eight are members of 
the Senior Class this year and three were graduated in 
1929. A number of Whately students are attending North- 
ampton High School and Smith’s Agricultural School at 
Northampton. 


_In spite of limited funds available it would seem a real 
economy to paint the exterior woodwork on the Center and 
South school buildings. Whately possesses in these build- 
ings model structures for their purpose. I am not infre- 
quently asked for plans of these buildings by school officials 
desiring to erect school buildings for similar needs. ‘They 
should not be allowed to deteriorate. A few clumps of 
shrubbery around each building would add greatly to the 
attractiveness of the surroundings. 


The report of Miss Smith, the school nurse, deals in 
an interesting way with matters relating to school health. 


The report of Miss Adams, the music supervisor, is also 
included.

School Nurse

My dear Mr. Janes: 


Children in five rooms entered the Blue Ribbon Con- 
test sponsored by the Franklin County Public Health As- 
sociation. Seven were chosen to represent their rooms in 
the final examination to decide who should be King and 
Queen of Health at the County Fair in Greenfield. Five 
of the children rode on a float representing “‘Sunshine’’, 
beautifully trimmed under the able direction of Mrs. Fan- 
nie Finn. Two of the Blue Ribbon boys carried the ban- 
ner ““Health Parade” at the head of the Blue Ribbon Pro- 


cession at the Fair. 


Blue Ribbons were awarded Norma Wood, Frank Gor- 
ski, Elizabeth Morowski, Mary Gromacki, William Telega, 
Michael Telega and Annie Kawalski before a crowded 
grandstand after the parade. 


During the epidemic, last winter, schools were visited 
and sick children taken home, and well children sent back 


to school. 


Three children were given three weeks’ care and train- 
ing at the Greenfield Health Camp. This care is paid for 
from the funds raised by the sale of Christmas Seals. 


Because a way was found for the removal of infected 
tonsils, one child is finding school work much easier. An- 
other child was taken to the oculist and glasses now make 


schooling happier. 
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Many children need glasses and many need the im- 
provement in health which comes after infected tonsils 
have been removed. I wish every parent whose child needs 
either, could provide this care, for it would mean so much 


to the. child. 


During the seventy-three visits to the schools, the 
children were weighed and measured twice, the physician 
was assisted in his annual examination of the children and 
with the vaccination of eleven of them, and inspections 
were made whenever a need arose. 


My appreciation of the close cooperation of school 
committee, teachers and superintendent is very keen.
